Response to Amendment 

1. Claims 1-11 are cancelled. Claims 12-24 have been added. Changes 
have been made to the specification. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-1 1 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 12-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over "Seque Software Announces First Comprehensive System Level 
Testing for Peoplesoft Applications" BusinessWire: New York, Nov. 9, 
1998(aka System Level Testing), and "Segue Unveils Three-Tiered 
Support for PeopleSoft 8.0"(aka PeopleSoft), BusinessWire, New York, 
Oct. 11,2001. 
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Re claims 12-24. System Level Testing BusinessWire article discloses 
method for checking trial-run prototypes/modules using an Enterprise 
Resource Planning (ERP) server of an inventory management system of a 
manufacturing industry(entire article deals with Segue Software's ability to 
use scenario testing). 

System Level Testing BusinessWire article discloses the invention except 
the enterprise resource planning server decreases overstocks in inventory 
through a material exploding method, the method comprising: 
receiving at least one build order through the Enterprise Resource Planning 
server; determining if the build order is for a trial-run prototype/module; 
transferring the build order back to storage media if the build order is for a 
trail-run prototype/module; exploding a bill of material for the build order 
through the Enterprise Resource Planning server; integrating the bill of 
material to store the bill of material back to the storage media through the 
enterprise resource planning server. However, in the entire article thereof, 
in the PeopleSoft BusinessWire article disclose(s) chain management 
testing for ERP applications and PeopleSoft is an ERP application. It would 
be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the invention of 
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System Level Testing BusinessWire article based on the teachings of 
PeopleSoft BusinessWire. The motivation to combine these references is to 
show ERP testing strategies for a manufacturing environment that permits 
individual scripting of specific functions such as exploding a bill of material. It 
is obvious to one of ordinary skill that the scripting test program can be 
written to include any strategy of testing scenarios.
